Showing in a comprehensive and clear-cut manner how the real 
basis of success in agricultural training and improved farming meth- 
ods is that of adequate and convenient instruction for the farm boys 
and girls, Hon, Duncan Marshall, in an address to the legislature 
Wednesday afternoon, announced that the provincial government 
had decided upon establishing three more agricultural schools in the 


southern part of the province and 


that each school would be situated 


on a demonstration farm, in accordance with the custom followed 


in the past by the department of 


agriculture. 


These three schools and farms will be located at Raymond, at 


Gleichen and at Youngstown, the 


minister stating that the sites had 


agricultural area which was at present too far removed from one of 


the existing schools at Claresholm and Olds, both of these schools | 


being greatly overcrowded. 


To Be Man<.zed as Unit 

The minister also announced that 
there were important changes de- 
cided upon in the administration of 
the provincial demonstration farms. 
Hereafter the agricultural schools and 
the farms will be managed as a unit, 
the positions of superintendents of 
demonstration farms being abolished 
and the entire system of schools and 
farms being placed under the control 


of A. EB. Meyer, superintendent of 
agricultural schoola. Likewise the 
position of farm managers will be 


done away with as at present arranged 
this positon to be filled by the most 
efficient and experienced men avail- 
able, who will be instruotors of animal 
husbandry in the schools of agricul- 
ture,

SOULS 
VICTIMIZED BY 
PRETTY WIDOW 


Fairy Tale of Huge Estate Got 
$1,600 from One, $765 from 
Another 


TORONTO, March 19.—One of the 
most fantastic tales ever told in a 
Toronto court was told in the sessions 
today, where Mrs. Ethel Vannoy, alias 
McDonald, a soldier's widow, is on 
trial charged with obdtaining $1600 


from John H. Russell, and $765 from 
George Shaw by false pretences, The 
accused, who is a decidedly good look- 


ing woman with dark eyes and weil 
dressed, listened with close attention 
and at times a good deal of amuse- 
ment, while Russell told his story in 
the witness box. 

Russell said that he first came in 
touch with the accused when he ans- 
wered an advertisement in an evening 
paper which stated that a young wid- 
ow wished to meet a young widower, 
object matrimony. There were some 
meetings. 

“Then,” said Russell, “She told me 
that she had a great secret. Her real 
name was not Vannoy, which she ex- 
plained was only a trade name, but 
McDonald. Her husband, one of the 
two adopted sons of Sir Wm. G. Mac- 
Donald, the tobacco man, had gone 
overseas and was killed in action in 
1915. A letter of condolence from 
Sir Sam Hughes was presented in cor- 
roboration of the story.” 

The witness had been asked to send 
to Montreal for a copy of the will by 
which MacDonald had left his estate 
to his wife. This estate, she explain- 
ed, consisted of $600,000 in cash and 
$200,000 in Bethlehem Stee! mocks. 
Mrs. Vannoy said that her father own- 
ed the Ames-Holden shoe factory.

OTTAWA March 19.—In the house

pecting advances for the purchase o 
seed grain for western homestead- 
|ers caused some discussion. The min- 
ister of the interior expiained that 
hitherto his d@partment had advanced 
money to holders of unpatented lands 
when they required it for the 
chase of seed grain As security they 
had the land, and the homesteader 
could not get his patent without pay- 
ing for the grain A better arrange- 
| ment wae now being made 

This provided for the advance of 
money by the banks to the farmer 
lrequiring seed grain, on the recom- 
mendation of the department inepec 
tor. The advances were guaranteed 
| by the government An order in 
lcouncil had been passed authorizing 
this and now legislation confirming 
the order was sought.

A LEAGUE TO PERMIT WAR 
Chicago Tribune: 

Before the debate over the Paris 
} covenant for a league of nations pro- 
ceeds any farther we suggest that cer- 
| tain conspicuous fallacies be correct- 
| ed by those who wish to think olearly 
and fairly. 

The first of these fallacies is that 
| Opposition to the Paris covenant ig its 
present form is opposition to the idea 
of the league of nations. 

This is absolutely false. There are 
as good friends of the league of na- 
tions ideal among the critics of the 
Paris covenant ag among its partisans. 
The Tribune believes, indeed, that in 
criticizing the Paris covenant candid- 
ly, thoroughly, and vigorously it is 
doing better service to the cause of 
world peace and durable national! ac- 
cord than it would be by swallowing 
this carelessly drawn document whole. 

It does not seem vw have occurred 
to that impassioned  professorate 
which is rnost ardent in its acceptance 
of the Paris covenant that if the fun- 
damental law of the league of nations 
is obscure, ambiguous, inconsistent, 
and conflicting as to its provisions it 
| becomes a breeding place of future 
misunderstandinge, frictions, and pos- 
sible explosions. Comomn sense and 
common experience teach that if a 
contract is intended to be kept it 
should be set forth in terms as clear 
as can be devised.

that @rain prices cannot remain high. 
He reminded the house that a fixed 
price for Wheat was for the purpose 
of keeping the price down and not 
up, yet the farmers of the west had 
submitted and never complained be- 
cause they desired to maintain the 
dread supply neceesary to win. the 
war, But the United States had fixed 
the Wheat price for 1919 and this re- 
Sulted in the planting of an enormous 
acreage of fail wheat, which promised 
to yield about 989,000,000 bushels, A 
price of $2.26 at Chicago guaranteed 
would induce spring whear planting 
and it was forecasted that the United 
States would produce 1,250 000,000 
Dushels of wheat in ali this year, 
The Export Market 

The regulation of the export market 
Was a problem which Canada would 
have to face, Opportunities for high 


wheat prices for Canada were not 
promising. If the west had harvested 
a bumper t crop in 1918 the price 


would be down to 26c he ventured 
to 6ay. 
All this went to show that the live 
stock industry would be stimulated 
more than ever before In Alberta for 
live stock prices must inevitably re- 
main good, though certain to suffer 
A decline from the present level. Good 
breeding stock would be in strong 
demand for years. 
Dairy Industry Flourishing 

The dairy industry had flourished 
under the most serious handicaps dur- 
ing the war, declared Mr, Marshall. 
In spite of the effect of labor shortage 
on the problem of milking on the 
farm, the butter output of creameries 


had increased 100 per cent. during 
the war, having reached a total of 
9,100,000 pounds jn 1918, The next 


few years would witness a wonderful 
advance in dairying, The homesteader 
and the email farmer must depend on 
this industry for success 

As for the handicaps, Mr. Marshall 
told how the federal government im- 
posed export embargoes on butter ow- 
ing to war needs and yet import cer- 
uficates were granted allowing 2 000,- 
000 pounds of New Zealand butter to 
come into B, C, He believed in every 
person being permitted to buy in the 
cheapest market, but he objected to 
the Alberta butter being refused ex- 
port to the United States where three 
to four cents a pound more was to 
be obtnined. When butter was com- 
mandeered by the federal food board 
the price was fixed at Montreal, thus 
permitting Quebec to sell fresh butter 
for 46 a pound, while Alberta obtained 
only 438, after shipping it east. In 
apite of this Alberta butter graded 
90.06, with Manitoba 81, Saskatche- 
wan 71, and New Zealand only 70. 

While it was felt that Alberta 
creameries would have to ehut down 
in the face of such handicaps, the 
food board asked for a special effort 
at production for six weeks and the 
dairy commissiner Mr. Marker, guar- 
anteed the 750,000 punds would be 
made by the Alberta creameries. Ac- 
tually 752,360 pounds were delivered. 

The Old Hen 

“Some people sneer at the old hen,” 
gaid Mr, Marshall, “but I want to say 
that the poultry industry in Alberta 
is not to be dispised.” It was most es- 
sential to mixed farming success, The 
government was co-operating with Ot- 
tawa in eetablishing better grading 
and markte facilities for eggs and 
poultry and next year there would be 
a poultry station at Fdmonton as 
well as at Calgary. In addition to 


81 shipping stations in the province | 


arrangements were being made with 
U_ F. A. locais and the Women's In- 
stMutes to help along this poultry 
work. It was the desire of the gov- 
ernment to have Alberta eggs reach 
the same high standard as Alberta 
butter. It was safe to say that the 
amount of poultry products handled 
this year would be nearly treble that 
of last year. 

In respect to agricultural education 
Mr. Marshall said the provincial 
achools had been a signal success. 
Owing to the ‘flu the schools had to 
be closed this year but when they 
again opened they would be filled to 
overflowing. The short courses were 
popular and effective, however. 

In response to Capt. Campbell the 
minister said the schools were free in 
every respect to the students. 

Alberta System Best 

The Alberta system was recognized 
fn other places as the most effective. 
During 1918 more boys and girls were 
trained in the provincial agricultural 
schools than there were graduates 
turned out of the colleges of Saskat- 
chowan, Manitoba and the large Mo- 
Donald Agricultural College, The only 
school not badly overcrowded was 
that at Vermilion, Even with three 
new schools to be at once erected at 
Youngstown, Raymond and Gleich- 
en, all five of these southern schools 
would be filled in the fall. The rea- 
son why no new schools were estab- 
lished in the north was because the 
present schoole have not been over- 
taxed.

demonstration farm management sys- 
tem was that of the aimculty of reach- 
ing the farmers through reports © 
what was being done, Tt was realized 
that the best method of reaching th* 
farmers was through the training of 
boys and girls, Accordin ly these stu- 
dents would be traine in actual 
farming work on the agricultural 
farms, under the best and most e@x- 
perienced instructors that could be 
obtained, and this work would include 
the raising of pure seed grain, etc. He 
also announced that two soil experts 
will co-operate with these schools in 
conjunction with the college of agri- 
culture at the university, 

Mr. Murshall dealt with the excel- 
lent work being done by the college 
of agriculture in the regular channels 
of courses, and also in the way of 
training returned soldiers, @ class of 
60 being now in the work, The suc- 
cess attending this work was beyond 
all expectation, 


Hon. J. L. Cote’s Address 


Hon, J. L. Cote said in part: 

“T wish to congratulate the provin- 
cial treasurer on his able presenta- 
tion of the financial affairs of the 
province which indicates that the 
finances of Alberta are in a healthy 
and growing condition. 

“His etatement on the finances of 
the province will have a re-assuring 
effect upen the business and finances 
of Alberta, The corner has been 
turned, 

“The revenue collected by the de- 
partment over which I have the honor 
to preside indicates in a manner that 
the provinee in a measure is recover- 
ing from the conditions of the past 
four years. 

“Last year the department collect- 
ed the eum of $1,053,930,18, an in- 
crease of $261,761.80. A large in- 
crease in this amount came from mo- 
tor Hoenses, In 1906, 41 motor Il- 
censes were issued and in 1818, 29,250, 
and in the past two years mainly 
taken out by the farmere of the prov- 
ince,| ere are at present more reg~- 
istered motor owners in Alberta than 
in the old provinee of Manitoba. 

“Up to date 15,500 motor licenses 
have been issued in the province for 
1919, as against about 10,000 for the 
same period last year. 

“An indication of a turning point 
for better stable conditions and future 
prosperity «0 far as my department 
is concerned is the fact that in the 
past year that out of 809 companies 
incorporated and registered in the 
province at a total capitalization of 
40,000,000, very few of them were of 
a speculative character, as it used to 
be in the past. 

, Need of Roads 

“Tt may be said that our expendi- 
tures are heavy, but owing to the 
varied topography of the province the 
problem of extensione in the way of 
roads, bridges and telephones is a 
more difficult and costly one than ob- 
tains in some of the Bastern prov- 
inces. The hardships of some of our 
settlers on the outskirts of civilization 
are trying and we feel that we are 
justied as an administration in bor- 
rowing from time to time to meet the 
necessities and growing need of the 
province, 

“The great war which was brought 
to a happy conclusion has prevented 
capital to be employed to develop the 
great Wealth that is laying idle in the 
north country and thereby has para- 
lyzed the railroads. We have heard 
the other day the member from Peace 
River seaking on the oil field which is 
existing in the Peace River country. 
I trust his hopes will be realized and 
oil will be obtained in quantities suf- 
ficient to supply the need of one-half 
of the Empire. 

Waiting for Capital 

“Around McMurray are vast areas 
of bitumen which are lying in banks 
of 200 feet thick and only waiting for 
capital. The same country is under- 
layed with salt bed, 200 feet In thick- 
ness, which should in the near future 
supply the salt which is a necessity 
in every household in the Western 
provinces. That alone should be suf- 
ficient to supply a great deal of the 
freight coming on these railways. 

“Two or three years ago I men- 
tioned in this house that we should 
prepare for the reconstruction in re- 
claiming the land in the northern half 
of Alberta by means of fire. There 
are vast areas of land which are first- 
class agricultural land and are cov- 
ered with bush which is unfit for any- 
thing, and it would be impossible for 
years and years to use the same com- 
mercially, and I believe that a great 
deal of these lands could be cleared by 
fire. 

“The district of Grouard, which I 
have the honor to represent, has this 
year furnished a large amount of hay 
to the south of this province of Alberta 
in addition to the large number of 
cattle which are being wintered in the 
north country. This fact is sufficient 
to justify the construction of this 
railway, which is given access to the 
great Peace River country. 

The Coal Question 

‘Where there are several reasons 
why the coal industry of Alberta is 
not prosperous, one of the reasons ie 
that many railways. built partly with 
public money, will encourage, use and 
import coal from Pennsylvania Iin- 
stead of encouraging the local indus- 
try, and I wish that this house would 
be prepared to say to these railways 
today that Alberta furnished them 
freight from which their earnings are 
derived, and they should spend these 
earnings in the province of Alberta, 
and if the province as a whole will 
etand up for their rights, and demand 
that our rallways use Alberta coal, our 
railways should not considder the 
cost of our coal on the level with the 
Pennsylvania field. If Alberta is 
wealthy, the railroads will benefit by 
it, the more freight they will carry and 
the more profit they will make, while 
if they buy their coal in Pennsylvania, 
the less freight they will carry, hte 
less profit they will make. It ie their 
interest to foster Western production. 

“However, it j¢ an open secret that 
the C.P.R. have invested millions of 
dollars in the United States: coal 
mines, The McKenzie & Mann inter- 
est would not be behind. In the past 
they have furnished coal from the 
mine controlled by themselves—even 
when the mines in Alberta are not 
working at full capacity.

Dr. Blow, opposition member for 
Seuth Calgary admitted at the out- 
set that he wae golng to criticize the 
government. The provincial 
urer he regarded as an adept 
whitewashing 4 crow.” 

It was high time, he said, that the 
government should show that every 
one in the province and those intend- 
ing to become citizens would be as- 
sured of fair treatment. The Alherta 
government had been strong on class 
legislation. 

Going back to the time of provin- 
cial autonomy, Dr, Blow said the birth 
was most auspiclous-—the baby was at 
first fine and thriving; then it was 
discovered the federal mother had 
left the clothes in Ottawa. Finally it 
was found that a milk-and-water diet 
wae insufficient for a thriving young- 
ster, and then the province awoke to 
the fact that by not obtaining their 
natural resources the Liberals had 
made it impossible to provide ample 
nourishment without direct and bur- 
densome taxation,

Mr. Foy will of course continue to act | 
as principal. Two of the lady teach- 
ers, Miss Robertson and Mrs. Clifford 
have just resumed their duties after 
being confined to their homes with 
the ‘flu. 

As a result of the readjustment, a 
great deal more attention is to be paid 
in the future to the higher subjects 
included in the high school work. The 
trustees have decided to spare no ex- 
pense In securing the services of a 
high-grade man to take charge.

Money No Use 
“It makes it worse that you have 
quantities of money in your pocket 
but can buy nothing.

roubles worth £600 sterling ($3,000) 
in my pocket, and have not been able 
to buy a piece of bread. You don't 
trouble about money. You pay five 
shillings ($1.25) a lump for sugar if 
you can get it, A workman's wages) 
are £100 ($500) a month at the old} 
values, but though he can atlil buy a 
watch for £5 ($25), he cannot buy 4 
roll of bread for £60 ($250). People 
not sell it for 
roubles because they are worth noth- 
ing and there js nothing to buy with 
them, so the Bolsheviki cannot get 
food, though they are trying to, and 
having fights with the peasants in 
consequence. I believe myself there 
is enough food in Russia to keep 
everyone alive, for the last harvest 
was good, but it cannot be got and it 
is all being hoarded and concealed. 


“Nine-tenths of the people who 
keep in with the Bolsheviki have to 
pretend to like them, and would do 
anything to get rid of them if they 
knew how, but you have to remember 
the Bolsheviki are clever and are feed- 
ing the people who are likely to fight. 
Every man who joins the Red army 
is sure of his own food, and also gets 
food for his wife and children. The 
army is fed before anyone else and 
out of all proportion to the other 
classes. Eyen workmen get nothing 
until the army has had enough, so 
large numbers of men join the army 
for the sake of getting food, and 
then have to keep at it for fear 
of losing their food Besides, if they 
try any tricks they are not only pun- 
ished and shot themselves, but their 
wives, families and parents are 
starved. A man will stand almost 
anything rather than see his wife 
children and parents starved to death, 
and the use they make of this kind of 
coercion is devilish, 

Picked Army 

“Soldiers have to be careful, for 
there are lots of spies among them. 
Then besides the regular Red army 
there is a special picked army which 
gets everything it wants, od or 
anything else, and ail these men know 
if they dont fight they will starve, 
so they fight to save their own 
food and to prevent their wives and 
children from starving. That is their 
way of keeping alive.”
